New No-Smoking Areas 
Are Posted in Public 
Buildings in County 


Most people are obeying the new no- , 


smoking laws in Crawford County public 
buildings following Michigan’s New Clean 
Indoor Air Act, which became effective 
January 1. 

At the Crawford County Courthouse, most 
of the building has been posted as non- 
smoking areas. Smoking is permitted in an 
employees’ breakroom and the public is 
allowed to smoke in the courthouse foyer. 

‘“‘We had to remind a few people the first 
couple of days,” said county clerk Beth 
Wieland. ‘‘Most of them just said ‘Whoops, 
we forgot.’ No one complained about the 
new law.” 

The county commissioners are checking 

into the interpretation of the new law con- 
cerning individual offices in a public build- 
ing. 
- At the Grayling City Hall, no smoking is 
allowed in the building except for three of- 
fices where employees are permitted to 
smoke. 

‘“‘There’s been no problem yet,’ said City 
Manager Jerry Morford. ‘‘Most people see 
the no-smoking signs at the doors.”’ 

Ash trays have been removed from th 
city council chambers and placed near the 


entrances to allow people to extinguish 


smoking materials. 


No smoking signs have been posted at the 
Grayling Township rented office space, and 
township clerk Monica Stephan Ashton said 
the township is in compliance with the new 
law. 

In all the Crawford AuSable school build- 
ings, smoking is not permitted anywhere ex- 


cept for the teachers’ lounges where it is 
allowed by contract. At basketball games at 
the high school, smoking was allowed in a 
corner of the lobby but that will be cut out. 

At the county road commission building, 
most of the area is posted as no-smoking. 
Smoking will be allowed in one half of the 
meeting room and in some offices. 

The new law covers all enclosed indoor 
areas in public places, meeting rooms, and 
workplaces owned or operated by the state 
or local agencies. 

The new law also applies to privately own- 
ed enclosed areas such as educational facili- 
ties, health facilities, auditoriums, arenas, 
theaters, and museums. 

Hospitals and nursing homes have been 
required to restrict smoking since 1978 for 
the benefit of patients. The new law will also 
help protect employees against second-hand 
smoke. : 

Restaurants are not affected by the new 
law but they must meet 1978 state laws 
requiring a non-smoking area in restaurants 
with seating capacities of more than 50 
people. , 

Smoking is already prohibited in food 
stores under a 1968 Michigan law. 

Enforcement of the new law may be 
carried out by local health departments or 
the state department of public health. 

When complaints are received, the health 
dept. can send a letter to the agency or 
facility in violation of the new law. If addi- 
tional complaints are received, violators 
are subject to a civil fine of up to $100 for the 
first violation and up to $500 for repeated 
violations.

On December 17, 1986, the Michigan Public Service 
Commission (Commission) issued its order initiating 
proceedings in the above matter.

Northern Views

Down in the foothills of the Catalina 
Mountains in Arizona, the largest terrarium 
in the world is being built. The two-acre en- 
closure will house a miniature desert, 
savanna, jungle, marsh, ocean, and a four- 
story building when it is finished in 1989. 

Beginning on June 1, 1989, eight scien- 
tists will enter the self-sustaining enclosure, 
seal an airlock behind them, and stay inside 
for two years. The $30 million project called 
BioSphere II, is funded by Edward Bass, a 
Texas financier known for his far-sighted 
investments. Harrowsmith Magazine says 
Bass has funded the Biosphere I project 
with the hope of someday earning profits 
from spin-off discoveries in environmental 
control, recycling, intensive agriculture, or 
biospheric technologies that could be used to 
build human colonies on other planets. 


Barring an emergency, no one will be 
able to enter or leave Biosphere II once the 
experience is underway. Air, water, or 
anything else will also not be able te enter or 
leave the 98,000-square-foot enclosure. 
Anything will be recycled. 

“It’s going to be an incredibly exciting 
experience,” Carl Hodges, director of the 
Environmental Research Laboratory at the 
University of Arizona, says in Harrowsmith 
Magazine. ‘For the first time, Biosphere I 
— the earth — will have another biosphere 
with which to compare notes. We can use 
this research tool to become better stewards 
of Biosphere 1,’’ says Hodges, one of the 
project’s chief scientists. 

Maintaining several different environ- 
ments in an area smaller than two football 
fields will be difficult. The 20,000-square- 
foot rain forest will have a ‘‘Mountain” in 


the center. Coming down from the moun- 
tain will be a stream that will cross a 
tropical savanna plain, flow through a 
freshwater marsh, enter a_ saltwater 
estuary, and empty into a 35-foot-deep 
“ocean.”’ The ocean will have fish, a live 
coral reef, and mechanically induced 
waves. On the other side of the ocean will be 
desert. There will also be land for growing 
gardens and raising chickens and goats. 

Computer-controlled louvers will allow 
varying degree of light to enter certain 
parts of the enclosure to control tem- 
peratures. Air currents, with help from 
electric fans when necessary, will carry 
evaporated water from the ocean back to 
the rain forest. There a cooling coil will 
condense the moisture so it falls on the 
mountain feeding the stream. 

Most of the filtration systems will be 
biological. Air will be piped through large 
vats of earth where microorganisms will 
consume and break down naturally oc- 
curring lethal gases. Water hyacinths in 
filtration ponds will remove impurities from 
the water, which will be totally recycled 
every two weeks. 

The scientists hope to attain an 
equilibrium within the system after several 
months. Then they hope to tinker with con- 
ditions and mimic ecological imbalances 
such as acid rain or the greenhouse effect. 

The experiement sounds interesting and 
could possibly lead to many discoveries. 

But just think of ali the things that could 
go wrong trying to maintain a_ self- 
sustaining system. Humans haven’t really 
learned how to take care of Biosphere I yet. 
I don't think Biosphere II has much of a 
chance of lasting the entire two years.

PRESIDENT RONALD REAGAN’S 
presidency may well be in for rocky sled- 
ding as the new year unfolds — and the 
doubts and disappointments centered 
around the Iranian-Contra arms dealings 
are only part of the reason. 

New muscle developed by Democrats in 
both houses of the Congress is one reason 
for this prediction. House Speaker Jim’ 
Wright, for example, newly installed in his 
prestigious job, certainly is going to 
exhibit a bit more individualism than his 
predecessor showed in the waning days of 
his career. 

Across the Capitol rotunda in the Senate, 
Democrats are back in power, heading the 
jeadership, dominating the committees, 
and relishing a pretty sizable majority. All 
of this means tough days ahead for the 
President and his legislative programs. 

Adding to the President’s problems will. ' 
be the posturing of the several candidates 
for president; the woods are full of them, 
and so are the halls of Congress. Each 
potential president will be anxious to 
exhibit his/her own special brand of vision 
and leadership, which means that the lame 
duck ship of the President won't have as 
many willing hands to tug at the oars as in 
the past. 

So look for dissension and compromise 
and delay on whatever has to make its way 
through the Congress. And look for Presi- 
ucni Reagan to run into problems where 
none have existed before. 

* * * 

IN THE PAST, such stalemate has 
meant that Mr. Reagan has simply gone 
over the heads of his opponents and ap- 
pealed directly to the people for their sup- 
port. And in most cases during the last six 
Reagan years, it’s worked pretty well. 

Like it or nof; however, the Reagan 
image has been a bit tarnished by recent 
events including the 1986 election and the 
Iranian mess, and Mr. Reagan may well 
not have as much punch as in the past. So 
although he probably will appeal directly 
to the people this coming year as he has in 
the past, it probably won’t be as successful 
as before. 

Not only has Mr. Reagan probably lost 
some of his automatic appeal with some of 
the voters, but in addition, for the reasons 
cited in the earlier paragraphs, the leaders 
in Congress will not be nearly as willing to 
cave in to Mr. Reagan and the public as 
they may have been in the past.

TAX REFORM IS UPON US in full 
swing already, and most folks don’t seem 
to like it too well. As taxpayers get more 
into the details, public acceptance likely 
will be less and less. 

In addition, as the new tax law unfolds, 
many things will become apparent in how 
the law applies which weren’t so apparent 
at the outset of the “‘reform”’ movement. 

Tax reform, therefore, will be almost an 
annual occurence in the Congress in the 
years ahead, starting with more study and 
some minor revisions in 1987.

TURNING INTERNATIONAL for a 
moment, public support for the Contra 
movement in Nicaragua likely will fade 
little by little, partly due to questions 
raised in the minds of people by the actions 
of Col. Oliver North, Eugene Hasenfuss, 
and other Americans connected directly or 
indirectly with Nicaragua. 

At the same time, public support for the 
Sandinista side of the struggle most likely 
won't increase a great deal, but the San- 
dinistas will benefit by weakening of sup- 
port for the Contra position. 

Sooner or Jater, the American public will 
tire of the whole mess, and withdraw not 
only any significant opposition to the San- 
dinistas, but also will withdraw their in- 
terest in the whole affair. Americans 
generally want a quick solution to prob- 
lems, even including complicated ones 
such as represented in Nicaragua. But 
they simply aren't going to get a fast 
solution in Central America. 

That’s why the pro-Sandinistas are going 
to corne out on top eventually. They simply 
have more staying power than their oppo- 
nents. 

So they’ll eventually win in the end, right 
or wrong. It seems to be true that most 
people in this world — including Com- 
munists — think in terms of generations or 
even centuries to accomplish their ends, 
while Americans think in terms of months 
or years. That’s one reason we have so 
much trouble in world affairs sometimes.

Runkel Cites Education | 


Improvements During 1986 


Warren M. Hoyt, Exec. Dir., MPA 


An increase in state school aid funding, 
along with the establishment of a guar- 
anteed college tuition program and teach- 
er competency examinations, were hailed 
as major educational accomplishments in 


1986 by State Superintendent of Public In- 


struction Phillip E. Runkel. 

Runkel also noted major initiatives 
launched this year by the State Board of 
Education. 

In presenting a review of calendar year 
1986 relative to education issues, Runkel 
said the 1986 State School Aid Bill was the 
third consecutive effort of the Governor 
and the Legislature to increase state funds 
for public education. 

‘This year’s appropriation totaled $1,973 
million — which is $130 million more than 
the previous year,”’ he said. “Not only was 
the appropriation for per-pupil member- 
ship aid up by $90 million, this year’s state 
aid act also included an increase of $40 
million for categorical aid.” 


He also praised Blanchard’s higher 
education financing bill, the Michigan 
Education Trust, a saving program for 
parents of future college students, and ap- 
plauded the Legislature’s establishment of 
teacher competency exams which are to 
be prepared by the State Board, and adop- 
tion of a certification system for school ad- 
ministrators. 

‘At the same time, the State Board of 
Education, for the third consecutive year 
since the cstablishment of a ‘Bluepiiit for 
Action’ in 1984, took further steps to in- 
crease the proficiency of the teaching pro- 


fession and that will continue in the 
coming year,” Runkel said. on 

The Board this year gave final approval - 
to a set of new teacher certification rule * 
changes, okayed a set of recommendations @ 
aimed at solving Michigan’s new teacher . 
needs, tripled the number of teachers and - 
the amount of money allocated to them in 
mini-grants, and scheduled a series of 
teacher forums for early 1987 to provide in- - 
put from Michigan teachers on ways to - 
improve education in the state. .

ment Tests hit an all-time high on five of - 
the six tests. 

And Michigan college-bound high school 
students again scored above the national 
average on both the American College 
Test (ACT) and the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test (SAT).

Now, as 
long as he was younger, went 
ahead, was active, his envy 
was somewhat controlled or 
even repressed, because it 
didn’t make a good im- 
pression to show that he was 
envious. In fact, he had to 
hide it if he wanted to get 
ahead, let us say, as a junior 
executive. He had to appear 
rather the opposite of being 
envious.

Such a person can now be 
envious of younger people or 
even of older people who 
might not have had this or 


that sickness. The problem — | 


here is not to fall for the ap- 
pearance of an envy which 
develops because somebody 
is old, but rather, to see that 
this character trait shows 
now because it has a chance 
to manifest itself consciously 
and to be acted out. The per- 
son is the same as he always 
was. 

Now, you might wonder, 
what can be done about it. 

In the first place, even the 
recognition that many 
characterlogical manisfes- 
tations which are supposed 
to be manifestations of 
character traits which were 
hidden but always present, is 
a help in one’s response and 
reaction to these character 
traits. 

Secondly, it may not be too 
late for a person over 65 to 
change. The degree or the 
possibility to which a person 
can change does not 
primarily depend on age. It 
depends on his vitality, the 
intensity of his wish to 
change, on his interest, and 
many other factors. 

There are young people of 
21 who will never change 
because there is some 
ingredient lacking, and 
whether they are 20 or 30 it 
will always be the same, 
they will remain the same 
sheep throughout life. I have 
seen people of 70 who have 
changed their whole lives 
because, when 70, they still 
had a great vitality and in 
fact, at that age they found 
they finally had the first op- 
portunity to really make 
changes and to consider who 
they wanted to be. 

Old age, in itself, is not 
necessarily a factor which 
precludes basic changes in 
character. One should not be 
deceived by certain charac- 
terological traits which ap- 
pear as a result of old age 
when, in fact, they have 
always been a part of the 
person. Also, one should not 
be unnecessarily skeptical 
that an old person can 
change, provided he has the 
will, the energy, the vitality 
and some courage.

Resource Review 


Sportsmen and women 
should do whatever they can 
to prevent the waste of a 
resource. Whether it be 
learning to track wounded 
game or using barbless 
hooks when fish are to be 
caught and released, 
everyone who hunts or fishes 
should do their part to 
prevent waste. 

Ice fishermen are no ex- 
ception. Unfortunately, 
some of them have a ten- 
denency, when they catch 
small fish, to just throw the 
fish onto the ice instead of 
returning them to the water. 
Often these fish are left on 
the ice when the fishermen 
leave. 

Some fisherrmen do this 
because they are lazy. Some 
because they think the fish 
are stunted due to over- 
population of small fish. 
Some for -no discernable 
reason. 

Another way fish are 
wasted is when 2 hook is 
carelessly removed. A small 
pike, for instance, will often 
swallow a hook. Instead of 
fatally damaging the fish 
trying to remove the hook, a 
fisherman should cut the line 
near the hook. Generally the 
fish’s body will be able to 


dissolve the hook over a 
short period of time. 
However fish are wasted, 
the fisherman is just hurting 
his future sport. You*don’t 
get as many larger fish if the 


smaller fish are wasted.
